Maintaining the status quo 
Cohen hopes to ‘keep what we have’ in 2011

AGAWAM — Mayor Richard Cohen saw 
2010 as a year of getting many things done. 
This year, however, Cohen hopes to see the 
town simply maintain what it currently has. 

“We are hearing a lot of doom and gloom 
from the state level regarding the budget,” 
said Cohen. “Remember, there is no longer 
any stimulus money.” 

With the state facing huge budget deficits, 
Agawam will have to take a long look at its 
budget in order to maintain level services for 
fiscal year 2012. 

“Right now the governor is preparing his 
budget with a rumored $1.2 billion shortfall,” 
said Cohen, adding, “That’s going to put a 
burden on us to try and maintain our current 
services.” 

Cohen said he wants to make sure the 
school district maintains its current level of 


staffing so the children of the community 
also remain unaffected. 

The cost of doing business, however, is 
not going away. 

“Everything the people feel at home we

feel here at town hall,” he said. “Our fuel 
and energy costs go up the same as every- 
one else.” 

The mayor explained that many road proj- 


ects were completed during 2010, including 
the sidewalks near Six Flags, the Agawam 
Senior Center, and paving on Main Street 
and several other roads. 

“We were lucky enough to get these proj- 
ects done last year,” said Cohen. “And like 
many other communities, 2011 is a good 
year just to work at keeping what we have.” 

City Councilor George Bitzas agreed and 
said the budget is something he would like to 
see the City Council look closely at during its 
legislative sessions this year. 

The main non-fiscal goal for Cohen is to 
see business in Agawam continue to grow. 
In 2010, 14 ribbon cuttings were held for 
local businesses, including many small busi- 
nesses, a trend Cohen wants to see continue. 

“T plan to work with the Small Business 
Assistance Center and the West of the River 
Chamber of Commerce to keep this going,”

AGAWAM — A Connecticut man is 
being held in connection with the recent 
robbery of New Alliance Bank in 
Feeding Hills and other bank robberies in 
the area, investigators said. Police here 
will charge Gerund A. Mickens, 35, of 8 
Greenbriar Drive, Bloomfield, Conn. 
with last month’s robbery of the New 
Alliance Bank at 5 North Westfield St. 

Agawam Police Lt. Richard Light 
said Monday that Mickens is the person 
police believe is responsible for the rob- 
bery that involved an undisclosed 
amount of money being taken from the 
branch in a Dec. 21 incident. 

Light said Mickens is currently being 
held by West Springfield police and is 
awaiting traffic charges in that commu- 
nity and Springfield. 

“Once he has had his charges dealt 
with in those towns he will be trans- 
ferred to Westfield District Court to face 
our warrant,” said Light. 

In addition, two other suspects have 
been taken into custody by Springfield 
Police. Last week, officers arrested two 
other males they believe may be con- 
nected to the serial robberies after a 
Citizens Bank in Ludlow and a TD 
Bank in Springfield had also been 
robbed. Jesus Ashanti, 34, and Yannick 
J. Faris, 26, of Hartford, were the indi- 
viduals taken into custody. 

Springfield Sgt. John Delaney con- 
firmed the arrest of the two men and 
said that they are suspects in the string 
of several robberies. But Agawam still 
only possesses the warrant for Mickens. 

Local police in several towns began 
investigating Mickens after he was arrest- 
ed in West Springfield two weeks ago to 
see if he has a connection in what is now 
being described as “‘serial robberies.” 

Mickens, an African-American male, 
wearing an I[rish-driving cap and sun- 
glasses, reportedly handed the teller a 
note, which told her a robbery was tak- 
ing place, Light said.

Spirit of giving shines at Robinson Park

AGAWAM Robinson Park 
Elementary School’s “Season of Giving” is 
a powerful movement that 
sets a great example for 
other schools in the town 
and all over Western 
Massachusetts. 

Principal Cynthia Palazzi 
said the tradition started 
many years ago and is 
something she is proud to 
continue doing with the 
students at the school. 

The power of the tradi- 
tion, which goes from 
Thanksgiving on_ to 
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Christmas, has motivated students and 
made the school the winner of the “Mayor’s 
Challenge” for two consecutive years. 

Mayor Richard Cohen challenged the 
four elementary schools in town to collect 
as many toys as possible for the widely 
recognized “Toys for Tots” campaign. This 
year, Robinson Park filled seven boxes and 
also had a few much larger gifts to add to 
the pile. 

“Our teachers even got involved and 
held a dress-down day,” said Palazzi. 
“They took the money raised from that and 
bought a bike to be donated.” 

It was the second bike donated by the 
school community this year. Also included 
in the gifts was a large Barbie 
Dreamhouse. 

The giving nature of the school starts 


with a food drive near Thanksgiving and 
includes Toys for Tots and the “Giving 
Tree” at the Eastfield Mall in Springfield. 

Both Robinson Park and James Clark 
Elementary School have held collections 
for Toys for Tots in the past, but the 
Mayor’s Challenge added a small competi- 
tive edge to it. 

“T think the kids enjoy the spirit of com- 
petition even though it is all about donating 
to charity,” said Palazzi. “But the competi- 
tion also helps motivate them as well. The 
kids get really into collecting the toys here.” 

That passion for giving is the reason a 
plaque with Robinson Park’s name is in the 
school now for the past two years. 

“We hope it will continue to stay in our 
school,” she said. 

The giving nature of the students and 


their parents is generous during the holiday 
campaign for Toys for Tots. Children are 
supported by their parents, who buy the 
toys, which include trucks, dolls, and 
games of all kinds and for all ages. 

“We really work at promoting it during 
parent-teacher conferences and we also 
encourage the kids to get toys for all differ- 
ent ages, not just their own,” Palazzi said. 

Right before vacation, the mayor’s office 
determined Robinson Park had collected 
the most toys for the campaign again. 
Palazzi said pride is a common feeling for 
her as the school’s administrator. 

“It makes you feel proud of your stu- 
dents and this entire season of giving is 
something that brings out the whole school 
and that’s a great thing,” said Palazzi. 
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Subdivision request denied

AGAWAM — The Planning Board 
denied subdivision approval for Tirone 
Development at its final meeting in 
2010. 

The decision was made after several 
months of a continued public hearing 
that saw Tirone’s proposal — a four-lot 
subdivision to be known as Mariella 
Place — be picked apart by both town 
officials and members of the public. 

The Planning Board did grant a num- 
ber of waivers for the project, but ulti- 
mately decided the project was not in 
the best interest of the town and denied 
the request. 

“They were not satisfied with the 
plan that was presented,” said Director 
of Planning and Community 
Development Deborah Dachos. “They 
also did not feel the sewer, which has 
already experienced backups, would be 
sufficient to support the subdivision.” 

The decision was passed by a 2-1 
vote, with planners Travis Ward and 
Violet Baldwin in favor of the denial. 
Mark Paleologopoulos cast the dissent- 
ing vote. 


Dachos said the time was closing on 
the Planning Board to make a decision 
due to the requirements of zoning 
bylaws, so the public hearing was 
closed at the Dec. 16 meeting. 

“They had to make a decision and 
file it with the town by Jan. 2,” said 
Dachos. 

The decision states several reasons 
for the permit’s denial. 

One reason is concern over the soil 
borings conducted. The decision states 
the Planning Board is concerned the 
elevation of the property will affect the 
stability of the road and homes in the 
subdivision. 

“The high elevation could result in 
an ongoing maintenance issue for the 
town and residents purchasing homes 
there,’ documents state. 

Other problems with the proposal 
include the amount of the fill needed to 
construct the road and homes. The 
board’s decision said nearby homes on 
Federal Street, which the new subdivi- 
sion would abut, would be adversely 
affected by the job. Air pollution, dust, 
noise issues, and possible structural 
damage to the surrounding area were 
also identified. 


The board also objected to the densi- 
ty of the development with four lots 
that all contain very little usable yard 
space. The properties being proposed 
have more wetlands than potential yard 
space. The decision suggested submit- 
ting a plan that included fewer lots. 

Tirone Development planned to offer 
houses at a price between $350,000 and 
$400,000. 

The board also found the homeown- 
er’s association proposed by the appli- 
cant was not sufficient enough to 
address the many maintenance con- 
cerns listed, including the upkeep of the 
road leading into the subdivision. Part 
of the road would abut existing Federal 
Street properties. 

Prior to being denied by the Planning 
Board, the subdivision did receive an 
approved order of conditions from the 
Conservation Commission. Tirone 
Development has 20 days from the day 
the decision was filed to appeal. 

During the public hearings, which 
began in late August, many residents 
expressed concerns over several of the 
issues listed by the Planning Board as 
reasons for subdivision denial. 


Agawam Substation work part 
of larger power grid picture

SPRINGFIELD — Western 
Massachusetts Electric Co. 
(WMECo), a subsidiary of Northeast 
Utilities (NU), has begun work on the 
Greater Springfield Reliability 
Project, a transmission upgrade that 
includes work on the Cadwell 
Switching Station in Springfield, and 
on the Agawam Substation. 

The project as a whole includes 
work along the 39 miles of transmis- 
sion right-of-way from Bloomfield, 
Conn. to Ludlow, will cost $795 mil- 
lion, and is expected to be complete 
in 2013. 


Frank Poirot, an NU spokesman, 
said that the project is designed to 
improve service and reliability, 
specifically, "to improve the way we 
can move electricity around in the 
Springfield area." In the summers, 
especially, when air conditioning use 
is at its highest, this ability to move 
electricity around has been an issue, 
Poirot said. 

The Agawam work is underway in 
the southern end of town, near the 
Connecticut line. The groundbreaking 
took place Dec. 8. 

Poirot said NU cannot yet give a 
very specific date for completion of 
the work in Agawam. He expects the 
work will be completed some time in 


2013, but added that timeline is 
"allowing for bad weather and other 
contingencies.” 

"In addition to its reliability bene- 
fits, this project supports the region's 
economic health by improving access 
to markets for electric suppliers and 
enhancing access to lower-cost and 
renewable energy resources," accord- 
ing to Peter Clarke, the president and 
chief operating officer of WMECo. 

The Greater Springfield Reliability 
Project is itself part of a group of 
transmission-related projects called 
the New England East-West Solution, 
together designed to improve the 
power grid.

AGAWAM — On Dec. 14, Sr. Judith 
Kappenman began her Author Talk series 
event at the Agawam Public Library by read- 
ing an excerpt from her book, To Dakota and 
Back, The Story of an Orphan Train Rider. 
The talkative group immediately hushed as 
she read the lines from a letter written in 
1903 by her grandfather: 

"During all the lonely years of boyhood, I 
had a longing in my heart. It must have been 
for the mother's love that I never knew after I 
was old enough to realize its worth." 

To Dakota and Back is the compelling, fic- 
tionalized account of John Donahue, 
Kappenman's maternal grandfather. 
Orphaned and abandoned at the age of 4 in 
South Boston, Donahue and his older broth- 
er, Tom, were taken, put on a train and deliv- 
ered as workers to Dakota farms. Between 
1854 and 1930, over 100,000 orphaned chil- 
dren were sent from Boston, New York City, 
and Philadelphia to rural areas in Texas, 
Oklahoma, and the Dakotas as indentured 
servants. 

The narration delves deep into the mental 
and physical burdens of a childhood spent in

homesteading territory. Donahue was isolat- 
ed and miles away from others, including his 
own brother. Hard work was reprieved in the 
winter and spring when he was allowed to go 
to school. Discouraged from reading when 
on the farm, Donahue was determined to get 
an education and even refused adoption so 
that he could stay in school until the age of 
16. 

Kappenman described her grandfather as a 
man resolved to make a better life for him- 
self. Before settling into the career of a 
teacher at age 23, Donahue was an adept and 
skilled businessman and newspaper owner 
who learned by doing. Even though his 
childhood was bleak, he never gave up the 
search for a partner who shared the same val- 
ues as himself, that of of home, family, and 
resolve. He found that in Bessie Craig, 
raised two children, and created the family 
that he never had. 

"The novel is a beautiful story that ends 
happily, a mix of fiction and fact," said 
Kappenman. "Inspiration comes when you 
have desire. The tough thing is piecing it all 
together." 

Kappenman, who serves as the director of 
the Irish Cultural Center at the Elms College 
in Chicopee, wrote the book over a period of

and niece, Kristin. 


10 years. After retiring from teaching, she 
agreed to write down the stories told to her 
by her mother. She created a chronology and 
conducted intensive research to fill in the 
gaps, reading history books and searching 
out Diocesan records both locally and in the 
Dakotas. 

Kappenman recounted her most exciting 
research moment when she visited the farm 
where her grandfather grew up. She said that 
the most heartbreaking moments were when 
she learned that her great uncle had lost four 
children in infancy and that the brothers were 
never again reunited with their younger sis- 
ter. 

Although an English teacher, Kappenman 
took classes and workshops to develop her 
narrative writing skills. Some of the writing 
workshop pieces appear in the book, specifi- 
cally as a fictional debate on the fate of

orphans and as a sentimental musing of time 
just after the birth of Donahue's first child. 
Letters, photographs, documents and news- 
paper clippings left in her grandfather's trunk 
also helped her to flesh out the story. 

Lynda Kunasek, of Agawam, attended the 
book talk. 

"It was a wealth of information. Most 
poignant was the fact that the children had no 
rights and were traded like commodities," 
she said, adding, "The book is inspiring." 

Sharon Baldarelli, sister of Kappenman 
and an Agawam resident, enjoyed the 
evening and was glad that the talk was well- 
attended. 

"I'm really excited about the book," she 
said. "Judith does a fabulous job telling the 
story of our grandfather, who took care of us 
since we were young."

ast week, my wife and I were looking 
for a spot on a shelf to put a col- 
lectible. On the shelf was an old 
Edgeworth tobacco tin. That was the brand 
my grandfather, Pepe Tourville, smoked in 
his pipe in Easthampton. My grandfather had 
a barbershop on Pleasant Street in 
Easthampton for about 40 years. 

In the 1920s and 1930s, the shop had two 
pool tables in the back and my dad told me 
that former world champion pool player Ralph 
Greenleaf played there one day when Ralph 
came to see his son at Williston Academy. My 
grandfather shot a pretty good game also. My 
dad loved to tell me about the time his oppo- 
nent broke and Pepe ran 150 straight balls to 
win the match. An onlooker kidded the loser 
saying, “I could have done that.” 

Thinking about pipes reminded me of the 


white meerschaum pipe our 10th grade 
English class had bought in 1961 for our 
teacher, Joe Moriarty, as a farewell gift. Like 
a few other good teachers that year, Joe was 
taking a job in Springfield. Agawam was not 
settling with the teachers so Springfield was 
looking like greener pastures. 

I hadn’t called Mr. Moriarty’s home in 
about a year so it was time to call again to see 
how he was doing. Mrs. Moriarty gave me 
the sad news that Joe had passed away in the 
spring. If you did not have the privilege of 
having him as an English teacher at AHS, 
maybe you had him at HCC, where he taught 
for many years. 

I asked Mrs. Moriarty about the white 
meerschaum pipe. She told me that it was her 
husband’s favorite pipe and that he loved to 
tell the story about how he got it. The ‘63s, 
who bought Mr. Moriarty his pipe, would be 
proud to know that Joe Moriarty was buried 
with his white meerschaum pipe. 

This past week I was given a box of pic- 
tures, programs and newspaper clippings 
from the estate of Lorraine Harashuk, the 
mother of Ed Harashuk “64, who went by the 
name Ed Harashuk. Ed played halfback on 
the AHS Football team in ‘63 and was an All 
Western Mass baseball player. At AIC, Ed 
was the leading ground-gainer on the ‘67 
squad as a running back. He was also the 
winner of the AIC Alumni Varsity Club’s 
award in his senior year as the best defensive 
player. 


Ed was a baseball teammate of mine on 
the Chriscola Bears in Little League, the high 
school team and Legion ball. He was always 
the best hitter and many of us thought he 
would make it to the majors someday. Ed 
became a Tri County star baseball player like 
his dad, who played under the name of Ed 
Harrison. Ed Harashuk, Sr. had a pretty good 
curveball he used to show us at practice. He 
had used it when he pitched against the Red 
Sox in an exhibition game a long time ago. 

Ed Harashuk, Jr. nearly lost his life about 
25 years ago when he almost drowned in an

ble athlete but never learned how to swim.

Light said police believe the robbery is related to similar 
incidents that have occurred recently in other towns 
including Chicopee, South Hadley and Springfield. 

Mickens was arrested by West Springfield police Dec. 
23 after leading them on a short chase into Springfield 
before crashing his car. West Springfield’s police log stat- 
ed he was charged with failure to stop for police, operating 
with a suspended license, and reckless operation of a 
motor vehicle. 

He was arraigned on those charges and is awaiting a 
Jan. 25 hearing. 

According to the West Springfield police log, West 
Springfield police officers chased Mickens into downtown 
Springfield where he crashed his vehicle, a silver 
Chevrolet Traverse, at about 8:15 a.m. near Main and

Mickens is also suspected of robbing a Florence 
Savings Bank, this time going back to the fedora cap he 
had allegedly used in many of the other robberies. He 
entered the bank just before 10 a.m. and handed a teller a 
note demanding cash. 

Investigators said he left with an undisclosed amount of 
money. A surveillance photo of the suspect showed a simi- 
lar description as the man who robbed the bank in 
Agawam.

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History of local 
and federal 
responsibility for 
bank security

tion over bank robberies. Robbing a federally 

insured institution is a felony punishable under 
United States Code title 18, section 2113 by impris- 
onment for a period of up to 20 years, while under 
the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
larceny is subject to punishment by imprisonment 
for up to five years, armed robbery for anything 
from five years to life. 

In recent decades, by convention although not by 
law, bank robbery has more often been considered a 
federal than a civil offense. In 1934, with Bonnie 
and Clyde making some of the era's most sensational 
headlines, and John Dillinger making others, the 
Roosevelt administration declared that the New Deal 
extended to law enforcement. It was in response to a 
plague of gun-toting bank robbers that they created 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). 

To this day, when federal authorities make the 
arrest, the federal courts are where the crime of 
bank robbery is prosecuted. When local authorities 
make the arrest, as is the case with Gerund 
Mickens, who has been charged in connection with 
the robbery of New Alliance Bank in Agawam, the 
local authorities may and often do refer the matter 
to federal prosecutors. 

Thus far, in the Mickens matter, there has been no 
referral, though proceedings are at a very early 
stage. 

The respective responsibilities of federal and state 
authorities have sometimes become a matter of leg- 
islative deliberation. More than 40 years after 
Dillinger's death, the U.S. Senate Judiciary 
Committee held a hearing on “Federal Law 
Enforcement Policy and Practice Regarding Bank 
Robberies.”” William J. Anderson of the GAO testi- 
fied at that August 1978 hearing that local police had 
taken a “clearly secondary investigative role” in 
bank robberies across the country because of the 
prominence of the federal authorities. 

“Representatives of several local police agencies 
indicated the FBI's willingness to pursue bank rob- 
bery investigations allowed them to use their 
resources in other ways,” Anderson said. 

In the new millennium, there has been some spec- 
ulation, and at least anecdotal evidence, that this 
may be changing — that the state and local roles may 
be becoming prominent, as federal court dockets and 
enforcement go into new priorities such as immigra- 
tion and homeland-security issues.

Lower back injuries, shoveling go together 


SPRINGFIELD — Oh, the aches and 
pains of snow shoveling. 

Winter in Western Mass. has already 
seen its first major snowfall, but the beauty 
of freshly fallen snow can quickly turn ugly 
for thousands of people who sustain lower 
back, neck, shoulder and wrist injuries each 
year after shoveling wet, heavy snow. 

“For those in good health, taking the 
proper precautions and learning the correct 
techniques for shoveling can go a long way 
in preventing injuries before picking up a 
shovel,” said Dr. Julio Martinez-Silvestrini, 
staff physiatrist at Baystate Physical 
Medicine and Rehabilitation. “You should 
avoid shoveling if you already suffer from 
low back pain, have coronary artery dis- 
ease, and are not used to strenuous physical 
activity.” 

While it is best to shovel freshly-fallen 
snow before it becomes really wet and 
packed down, Martinez-Silvestrini noted 
the importance of warming up your mus- 
cles before setting foot in the cold outdoors 
to shovel. 
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“Take time to stretch your lower back 
muscles with some gentle exercises and 
consider walking for a few minutes or 
marching in place,” he said. “You should 
also drink plenty of water to avoid dehydra- 
tion and refrain from any caffeine or nico- 
tine, which are stimulants and may increase 
your heart rate.” 

Both Martinez-Silvestrini and the 
American Physical Therapy Association 
offer the following tips for avoiding back 
injuries from snow shoveling. 

e Lift smaller loads of snow, rather than 
heavy shovelfuls. Take care to bend your 
knees and lift with your legs rather than 
with your back. 

¢ Use a shovel with a handle that lets you 
keep your back straight while lifting. A 
short handle will cause you to bend more to 
lift the load. Using a shovel that’s too long 
makes the weight at the end heavier. 

¢ Because the spine cannot tolerate twist- 
ing as well as it can other movements, it is 
important to avoid this movement as much 
as possible. Step in the direction in which 
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you are throwing the snow to prevent the 
lower back from twisting. This will help 
you avoid the “next-day back fatigue” 
experienced by people who shovel snow. 

¢ If possible, push the snow away instead 
of lifting it. 

e Take frequent breaks when shoveling. 
Stand up straight and walk around periodi- 
cally to extend the lower back. 

e Standing backward-bending exercises 
will help reverse the excessive forward 
bending that occurs while shoveling; stand 
straight and tall, place your hands toward 
the back of your hips, and bend backward 
slightly for several seconds. 

The good news, according to Martinez- 
Silvestrini, is that most lower back pain 
goes away within a couple days with self- 
care including the use of over-the-counter 
medications and gentle exercises provided 
by a doctor or physical therapist to help 
keep the muscles moving and speed the 
recovery process. 

He noted that there is sometimes confu- 
sion over whether to use ice or heat after 


injuring your back. 

“Apply a cold pack as soon as possible 
after the injury at least several times a day 
for up to 20 minutes. Then apply heat after 
two to three days to relax your muscles and 
increase blood flow,” he said, adding 
patients should consult their physician if 
the pain persists after three days of self- 
care. 

Unfortunately, not all injuries are simple 
strains. 

“We see many patients in the wintertime 
who suffer from herniated discs, which are 
common to the lower spine,” said Dr. 
Sherry Taylor, chief, Division of 
Neurosurgery at Baystate Medical Center. 
“When a disc is herniated or ruptured it can 
create pressure against one or more of the 
spinal nerves resulting in numbness or pain 
in the lower extremities, often radiating 
down the leg.”

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Falcons use

SPRINGFIELD — The Springfield Falcons celebrated the 
new year with a 3-1 home victory over Manchester. 

A very energetic crowd of 4,196 saw Springfield earn at 
least a point for the sixth time in their last seven games going 
4-]-0-2 in that span. 

With just one minute remaining in the first period, the 
Falcons took a 1-0 lead when Ben Guite won a faceoff 
directly back to Nick Holden and his slap shot beat Jeff 
Zatkoff giving the Falcons a one-goal lead after 20 minutes. 

In the second period, Springfield built a 2-0 lead when

Local resident publishes second book 


FEEDING HILLS — When Frank J. 
Andruss Sr. was 10 years old, little did he 
realize that his love for patrol torpedo (PT) 
Boats would open so many doors for his 
future. He has exhibited all over New 
England, featuring hundreds of rare artifacts 
from the PT Navy. He has become friends 
with many of these World War II officers and 
sailors that sailed on these wonderful wooden 
boats, and his name is known to many across 
the United States, as the PT boat man. 

Over the years, Frank has continued to 
educate those who know little about this 
specialized service. PT boats were the dar- 
lings of the press, featuring wooden boats 
that took on large capital ships. They oper- 
ated in the dark and were armed with guns, 
cannons, and torpedoes. Many of those 
that served on these boats were chosen 
because of their small boat experiences in 
peacetime, and a large campaign was start- 
ed to find those interested in volunteering 
for this rugged duty. PT boats were not 
even a part of the Navy’s fleet, and in the 
beginning small boat builders were asked 
to design these 

fast torpedo-carrying boats. Built around 
three Packard Marine Engines, the boats 
could reach speeds of 41 Knots, with an 
amazing ability to maneuver and operate in 
as little as five feet of water. 

Three major builders developed these 
boats during the war which included the Elco 
Naval Division, Bayonne, N.J., Higgins 
Industries, New Orleans, La. and Huckins 
Yacht Corporation, Jacksonville, Fla. 
Andruss has always taken an active interest 
in spreading the word about the boats. 

“T feel it is the least I could do for these 
brave men that fought on these boat,” he 
said. “They slugged it out with large capital 
ships, motorized barges, shore batteries, and 


planes, and did so without the benefit of any 
armor for protection.” 

The boats were made from many types of 
marine wood, and because weight was a big 
issue, no armor was added, thus giving the 
boat its tremendous speed. 

For most people, the exhibits would be 
enough, but not for Andruss. He felt the need 
to do more for the men of the Mosquito 
Fleet. “I had always wanted to do a book 
about those men and women who built these 
boats in the factories.” Little was published 
about this type of service and Andruss 
jumped at the chance. His first book, 
“Building the PT Boats” was picked up by 
Nimble Books LLC, and was published in 
2009. The book features hundreds of never 
before published photographs, which made it 
an instant hit with military readers. 

Fred Zimmerman, owner of Nimble Books 
was extremely happy with the outcome. 
“Frank has produced a first class book on a 
subject never really touched on before,” he 
said. “His knowledge of PT boats is incredi- 
ble and book sales have soared on our online 
services.” 

Shortly after Andruss’ first book was pub- 
lished, Zimmerman approached him about 
doing another. 

“It was funny,” said Andruss. “I already 
had something in my mind that I wanted to 
do, so we went with it.” 

The second book is another look into a 
subject that little was done with. Titled “PT 
Boats behind the Scenes,” this book touches 
on several subjects, honoring those who 
served behind the scenes, getting little credit 
for their hard work. PT boats were a high 
tech design and demanded constant attention 
to keep them in operation. 

Andruss touches on several subjects within 
the book, including PT boat bases, PT boat 


tenders, repair training units, and the floating 
equipment maintenance units. These were 
highly trained men that serviced the boats 
with everything from torpedoes to engines. If 
a boat was hit in combat, the men would 
repair the damage, getting the boats ready for 
patrol. They provided sleeping quarters, 
messing, carpenters shacks, engine overhaul, 
metal shops, torpedo shops, fuel, cranes, and 
other important and vital repairs for the boats 
survival. 

Another fresh look into a subject not cov- 
ered before was the key issue for 
Zimmerman. 

“Because of Frank’s vast knowledge and 
wealth of original photos, I decided we 
would go with his second book,” 
Zimmerman said. “We feel that this new 
book will be another important piece of our 
torpedo boat section, and already we have 
heard a buzz from PT boat historians, who 
can’t wait to get their hands on this one.” 

Because the book’s front cover is very 
important when it comes to promotion, 
Andruss decided to contact his friend, Robert

E. Pickett, who served on PT-167 during the 
War and worked with sketch drawings and 
oil on canvas. 

“T wanted Bob to do something that would 
reflect our story line, and I knew he could 
come up with something that would make 
the book pop,” Andruss said. 

Pickett came up with two great paintings 
that will be used for both the front and 
back covers, and was proud of the fact that 
Andruss has asked him to do so. “Frank 
has done so much for our small group of 
PT boaters over the years, this was the 
least I could do for him,” Pickett said. “I 
was tickled that he asked me to do this, and 
I just hope my work will help his cause in 
some small way.” 

Prior to the book’s publishing date, 
Andruss learned of his friend’s passing. 

“T was contacted by Bob’s son who told 
me he had passed away on Dec. 8,” Andruss 
said.
